ROLE PLAYER INFORMATION: _ 

Subject 1: You are the driver of the vehicle. You and Subject #2 are waiting for a buyer to arrive so that you 
can conduct a drug transaction. You are not in possession of narcotics. You are verbally evasive, but 
physically compliant. 

Subject 2: You are the passenger in the vehicle. You are waiting with Subject #1 for your buyer. You have 
narcotics, packaged for distribution, in your pocket. When the Student approaches you will attempt to hide 
the narcotics in the seatback, or under the seat. You are verbally evasive but physically cooperative. _
